Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claim 1 has been amended to encompass a fusion protein that comprises properties that would require new 
search and consideration. Specifically, the previously recited claims were drawn to a nucleic acid encoding a fusion protein comprising a 
GBP domain, domain 1 and domain. While the base claims do not limit the configuration of the domains to any 2 in certain dependent 
claims, domain 1 and 2 were separated by 2-7 GBP domains limiting the arrangement of the domains to, for exampe, domain 1- GBP- 
domairi 2. In contrast, the instant claims appear to encompass a protein limited to the arrangement of domain 1 -GBP-domain 2 wherein 
the recitation of "at least three domains" and "at least one GBP domain comprises" suggests that the recited configuration occurs as 
multimers. SUch an arrangment may constitute new matter and as well raises issues of 112 2"^ and 1®' when considering the recitation in 
the dependent claims that domain 1 and 2 are separated by 2-7 GBP domains cannot occur as the resulting fusion would not be 
configured as domain 1 -GBP-domain 2. 



Continuation of 13. Other: It is noted in claim 1 that recitation of "an amino acid seqeunce as set forth in SEQ ID nO:17" does not limit the 
domain to the seqeunce of SEQ ID NO: 17 but simply indicates that "an amino acid" dipeptide at the minimum must be included. As wiell in 
claim 26. a phrase between the words "domain 2" and "streptavidin" is lacking. Finally, it is noted that withdrawn claims are drawn to a 
method of claim .1 whereas claim 1 is not directed to a method but is directed to a nucleic acid. 
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
